RosTon, December 29.—-The merchants of Bos- 
ton were today visited by several prominent pol- 
iticians, among Whom were Senators Morgan, 
Pustic. Hoar. Hale and Dawes, and Representa- 
tives Ranvey, Taylor, Curtin, Morrow, Herbert, 
Hepbum. Lorg and Collins. The guests passed 


— most of the day in visiting prominent points of

interest and in paying their respects to state 
and city officials. In the afternoon they were 
entertained by officers of the Boston Merchants’ 
association at the Hotel Vendome, where an 
informa! reception was held, followed by a ban- 
guet, at which about 400 people sat down, 
gathered from the most praminent merchants, 
bankers, officials, public men and publishers of: 
Boston, among the number being Collecter 
Saltonstall, Hon. P. A. Collins, Hen. John D. 
Long, General Banks, Postmaster Corse A. Sha- 
man, Evan D. Jordan, Jr., Curtis Guild and 
Thomas Hart. 

Atthe conclusion of the repast, President 
Wood made a pleasant address and introduced 
Governor Robinson, who wasreceived with 
great applause. 

The governor’s address was ofa humorous 


nature. 

The next speaker was Senator Morgan, of 
Alabama, who delivered an eloquent address 
upon tle question: “Shall we continue the 
nationa! bank system, or repeal it?’ He said: 

I bore the time may never come when a mer- 
chant shall be permitted to draw money from the 
treasury on a bill of exchange, either foreign or 
daomestic, which he offers for sale or discount. It 
will never do to entrust the mother bank—the 
United States treasury—with the wers of bank 
discount or with the puré@hase or sale ofexchanges. 
let the national banks do this branch 
of business on moneyissned by and redeemable to 
the United States. Our duty appearsciear to pre- 
serve our banking system. Whether thegproportion 
of paper money to be issved through them is to be 
greater or less than mow, should be left to the test 
of experience. 

He dveltat some length upon the silver 
question, and said : on ae ; 

Let us, in owr dealings with silver and gold, give 
to each a fair opportunity to assert its superiority 
gs the metal to be used for the purpose 
of redemption, when the time or re- 
demption comes. In issuing coin certificates 
to retire legal temders and national bank notes at 
the rate of two of paper for one of coin deposited, 
the government would be no more of a bank than 
#tis now, when it has outstanding $346,000,000 in 
jegal tender notes and $228,672,000 in national bank 
notes. which itis bound to redeem on demand. 
Tt will be a safer bank than it is now, when its 
reserve in the treasury isionly one hundred mil- 
lions in gold with which to redeem $574,672,000 in 
its paper prontises, to say nothing of the bonds we 
cwe, 

Mayor O'Brien followed with an address of 
vrelcome to the visitors. 

Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, said he repre- 
sented a state whose people were thought to be 
of a lunatic disposition on the silver question 
and tariff reform. Said he: 

lam tofd you have great disdain for what are 
called the spoils of polifics. As tothe tariff ques- 
tion, there are millions of spolis going into the 
treasury. The object ofthe lawis revenue. The 
idea protection, Today we witness a 
paralysis of the taxing ower be 
cause the government has ostered too 
inany things. The trouble of the situation is that 
ihe power of taxation has been used to protect pri- 
vate interests. I understand-your sensitiveness. 
You have’cained great wealth, and the system by 
Which von have gained it must be artificial. Oth- 
erwise, taxation must continue. There is a suspi- 
cion which’ existed about fifty years among the 
people ofthe south and west, thatthe wealth of 
the country enters the pockets of New Englanders. 
not myseli—and 1 say it to com- 
Tort vou—believe it will be possible 
to make any serious changes in our taxation. I am 
in favor of a revision of the tariff, and believe you 
are making a mistake in opposing it. 

Ex-Governor Curtin, of Pennsylvania, pro- 
ceeded to speak upon the tariff question, and 
eaid the people of Pennsylvania were in favor 
of protecting the labor of the country. He 
said : 

I was told by a Fall River “manufacturer today 
that 260,000 baies of corton were used there ina 
year. Doyvou want to drive that away? Great 

ritain is a free trade coun- 
try. But where is her market? 
What made her rich? It was her markets, and to- 

y we wanta market. Whereisit? It isin South 

erica. Those countries desire to trade with the 
‘nited States. American capital has developed 
those countries byits railroads. Why? My friends, 
the pro: ress of the south is phenomenal. We can 
make iron in Alabama and sell under our furnaces 
in Pennsylvania, and I have induced Pennsylvania 
capital toinvestin theiron interest in Alabama. 
When Webster was a free trader, Calhoun was an 
abolitionist. You tonight applaud tariff sentiments 
and you applaud the free trade idea. Where are 
you” : 

Representative Herbert, of Alabama, in re- 
ferring to the “new south,” said: 
gfAfter all, it is nothing but the development of 
the old south. If in anything we should lead you 
in the tuture, we shail not rejoice in your defeat, 
but in our success. We will jall heip each other 
ever onward. THE ConsTiTUTION was for the de- 
fense, and as has been said tonight, we are invinci- 
ble upon the land and can turn out against 
a foreign foc at least six millions; but I do agree 
With the gentleman from Maine (Mr. Hale), we 
want more defenses upon the water and coast. I 
want to say one word for President Cleveland. I 
voted for the civil service law, and I have sus¢- 
tained the administration of President Cleveland. 
No braver and wo purer man ever sat in the white 
house except Washington. I trustand believe that 
the storms that are now beating upon him he will 
weather, and in 1588 will moor his bark there for 
another four years. 

Hon. W. E. Hepburn, of lowa, was the next 
speaker. He alluded to the recent conflict 
upon the Morrison bill. He said no one really 
desired to see that bill passed. An attempt, or 
pretended attempt, toward the tariff is but a 
public show. 

Representatives Taylor, of Ohio, and Mor- 
row. of California, followed with remarks

THE FUNERAL AT THE CAPITOL. 


Arrangements for the Burial of Senator 
Logan. 

Wastinctox, December 29.—The senate 
committee in charge of the Logan funeral ar- 
rangements metatten o'clock this morning. 
Senator Sherman was present by invitation, At 
one o'clock the order of proceeding, as far as 
determined upon, was given out. It is as fol- 
lows: 

The body will be taken by the committee of 
armngements of the United States senate and 
of the house of representatives, escorted by 
posts of the Grand Army of the Republic of the 
District of Columbia at twelve o'clock noon on 
Theredsy. December 30, from the residence to 


. the rotunda of the capitol, where it will lie in 


stete until noon of the following day under a 
guafd of honor detailed by the Grand Army of 
the Republic and the military order of the Loy- 
ai Legion of the United States. From two 
o'clock p. m. of Thursday until eleven o'clock 
a.m. of Friday the public will be admitted to 
the rotunda, passing in atthe east door and 
outatthe west. The east doorof the senate 
Wing ofthe capitol will be opened at eleven 


. Oelock a.m. to those having tickets of admis- 


sion. 

The diplomatic gallery’ will be reserved for 
families of the diplomatic corps. Tickets 
thereto will be delivered to the secretary of 
Slate for distribution. The families of the 
president, cabinet officers, justice of the su- 
Preme court, president pro tem of ‘the senate, 
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| of representatives will occupy seats in the last | 


reserved gallery, The reporter's gallery will 
be reserved exclusively for reporters for the 
press and admission thereto will be upon the 
usual tickets to that gallery. The remaining 
seats ‘1 the galleries will be open without dis- 
crimination to all who have general tickets to 
gallery seats. 

The president and cabinet officers will meet 
in the president's room. The supremb court 
will meet at the supreme court room. The dip- 
lomatic corps will meetin the marble room. 
The vice-president’s room will be reserved for 
Mrs. Logan and family. Members of the house 
of representatives will meet at the hall of the 
house. The committee of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and the Loyal Legion of the 
United States and of Mexican war veterans 
will meetin the reception room. ‘The pall- 
bearers will meet in the office of the secretary 
of the senate. Seats will be reserved by the 
ecrgeant-at-arms for those entitled to seats on 
the floor. Hon. John Sherman, senator of the 
oS ag States from the state of Ohio, will pre- 
side. 

The order of procession from the capitol to 
Oak Hill cemetery wil! be under the direction 
of Lieutenant General P. H. Sheridan, to 
whom all organizations should report as speed - 
ily as possible. 
committee of twenty-five from the Grand 
Army, and one of ten each from the military 
order of the Loyai Legion and Mexican War 
Veterans’ association to occupy seats on the 
floor of the senate. 

The committee on the part of the house will 
comprise fifteen members, in. .uding all mem- 
bers of the Illinois delegation. Others will be 
selected by Speaker Carlisle this evening. 

THE BURIAL CLOTHES. 

The remains of General Logan are clad for 
burial in the general’s ordinary citizens’ dress 
of black. Upon the left breast are badges of 
the 15th army corps with the legend “40 
rounds,” the Grand Army and Loyal Légion, 
and upon the lapel are buttons of the Grand 
Army and Loyal Legion. The remains will be 
accompanied to the capitol tomorrow by Major 
Tucker, General Logan’s son-in-law; George 
Logan, his nephew, and W. B. Taylor, his sec- 
retary, who will remain there until the faneral.- 
This is to be done in deference to a sentiment 
of Mrs. Logan’s that some members of the 
family should remain near the dead until 
burial. Among the visitors of today were 
Colonel Fred Grant and Chester Allan Arthur. 

Delegations from the Oriental consistory, the 
Chevalier Bayard commandery, Union League 
club and Union Veteran club, post 28, all of 
Chicago, are on their way to attend the funeral. 
A number of handsome floral offerings have 
been received at the mansion from a distance. 

Ex-Secretary of War Lincoln and Governor 
Rusk, of Wisconsin, will be unable to serve as 
pall-bearers.= Their substitutes have not yet 
been selected. 

Speaker Carlisle has appointed the following 
named gentlemen as a committee to represent 
the house of representatives at the funeral,

Members of the society of the army of Ten- 
nessee, of which General Logan was an origi- 
nator and alife-long menber, are specially in- 
vited by Mrs. Logan to be present at the fu- 
neral. 

THE PROCESSION. 

General Sheridan, who will have charge of 
the funeral procession of General Legan on 
Friday, has appointed General Albert Ordway 
chief of staff. No aids have yet been appoint- 
ed, and itisnot known whether it will be 
necessary to appoint any. All organizations 
desiring to appear in the procession are re- 
quested to notify General Sheridan, who will 
a-sign them places in the line. Generals Sheri- 
dan and Ordway have been in consultation 
during the day, arranging the details of the 
procession. Invitations have been sent to the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Loyal Le- 
gion, Masonic organizations, district militia, 
and others, and places will be provided for 
such of these organizations as signify an inten- 
ticn to be present, and also for all other organ- 
izations or individuals who desire to take part. 

(;eneral Sheridan said to-night: 

“There is so littleitime that organizations at a 
«stance that would like to participate, will 
hve little chance todo so. Itis scarcely possi- 
ble to secure such a demonstration as the 
country would like to make upon such short 
notice as has been given, but an opportunity 
will be afforded by which all who can partici- 
pate may do so.” 

The Washington Cadets (colored) is the only 
organization which has as yet notified General 
Sheridan that it will be present. The Marines 
and the Third Artillery, stationed in this city, 
will aleo be in the line. 

THE ROUTE Of THE PROCESSION. 

The route of procession has not been defi- 
nitely determined upon, but will be substan- 
tial: .s “ollowe. | 

Four. at the east tvont of the capitol,march up 
the aveune to Fifteenth street, up Fifteenth 
sireet tou Vermont avenue, thence to Rhode Is- 
land avenue,up RhodelIsland avenue to Seventh 
street, up Seventh street to Soldier’s Home 
road, thence to Rock Creek cemetery, opposite 
the Soldier’s home, where the body will be 
placed in a vault. 

It is expected that all details of the proces- 
sion will be fixed by tomorrow afternoon, when 
they will be made public. 

THE SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR MRS, LOGAN. 

_ The subscriptions to the fund for the benefit 
of Mrs. Logan received by Mr. Lemon up to 
date aggregates $25,000. 

Responses to invitations sent ont by tele- 
graph by Captain George E. Lemon, asking 
subscriptions to the fund for the benefit of Mrs. 
General Legan, are coming in rapidly, and at 
ten o'clock tonight the total amounted to 
=26,000. Nothing has been heard from the 
committee in Chicago engaged in soliciting 
funds, and similar committees are engaged in 
other cities, who have not reported results. 
Mrs. Logan’s property is encumbered for nearly 
its full value, and the purpose is to raise sufli- 
cient funds to clear it of encumbrance and 
leave bers sufficient to enable 
her to live in the manner 
to which she has been accustomed. One thou- 
sand dollar subscriptions have been received 
from Wm. Walter Phelps, George M. Pullman, 
John B. Drake, of Chicago; George W. Childs,

HOW SHE CAME IN POSSESSION OF. 


STOLEN MONEY. 


Finkerton’s Detectives Vimt the Home of Fred Wit- 
gwoek, One of the Express Robbers and Recover 
About Twenty Thousand Dollars— 
Other Developments. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., December 29.—When: 
the Rock Island train arrived last night, four 
men in charge of another hastily left the rear 
coach, and, jumping into a hack, were rapidly 
driven toward North Leavenworth: A report- 
er caughta glimpse of a man covered by the 
other four, and saw the well known face of 
Fred Witrock, The detectives with their pris- 
oner were driven directly to the Witrock resi- 
dence, When the reporters, who had followed, 
reached the house, the party had entered, and 
in’ a moment thereafter, moans could 
be Hard in the house, coming 
from the mother and~ two sisters, 
who were clinging to the now noted train tob- 
ber. The reporter besieged the house, but 
failed to gain admittance, until reinforced by 
Colonel Anthony, of the Times, who employs 
one of Witrock’s sisters as a bookkeeper.- 
With Mr. Anthony’s aid an entrance tothe 
house was effected. But both newspaper men 
were promptly ejected by the detectives. Their 
subsequent efforts to interview the in- 
mates of the house, through closed 
doors and windows, produced small 
results, but shortly after midnight, the detect- 
ives who brought Witrock to this city left the 
Witrock house with their — and repaired 
to a hotel where they took a room and retired. 
While the two officers were absent with young 
Witrock from the house, Mrs. Witrock was in- 
duced by a reporter to tell what she knew of 


the case, as herson’s connection with it could — 


not be concealed. 

Between broken sobs she admitted that 
Fred had participated in the robbery, but 
would be released, as he bad confessed all to 
the detectives. She said that shortly after the 
robbery, Oscar Cook came to Leavenworth and 
visited her one evening, and after talking to 
her for some time said Fred was in trouble; 
that he had made a large sum of money on 
a wheat. deal in Chicago and 
had some difficulty with a broker 
over the matter, which ended by his shooting 
the latter; that he had to flee from the coun- 
try, and wanted his mother to take care of the 
money until she heard from him farther. This 
the agreed to do, and the money was left in 
her possession. Sometime after this another 

oung man who lives in this eity, but whose 
identity she refused to divulge, called and left 
another package of money, and on two other 
occasions two other young men called at differ- 
ent times and left money, which they said had 
come from Fred. | 

When asked if she knew the amounts, or the 
sum total, she said she did not; that they were 
large packages, but she had never counted it, 
beleving implicitly in Fred's story, and think- 
ing she was aiding him by caring 
for his property, and not dreaming 
but that he came by it honestly. She 
had no occasion to use any of the money, hav- 
ing money of herown. When asked how the 
detectives happened to be here searching her 
house, she said: 

“When I read of Fred’s arrest I immediately 
wrote to the express company, telling them of 
tie moncy and requesting them te come to 
Leavenworth, and that is undoubtedly why 
they are here.” 

This seemed to be about all that Mrs. Witrock 
could tell, and the reporter passed into another 
room, where two of the detectives were seated. 
In response to a question as to the amount of 
money they had recovered, they disclaimed all 
knowledge of any money having been found at 
the house. He was told what Mrs. Witrock 
had said, and then admitted that a large 
amount bad been secured. When asked 
where it had been secreted, he said 
that some of it was found under the barn, but 
not on Mrs. Witrock’s premises. He afterward 
denied this story, and said that the details as 
told by Mrs. Witrock were substantially cor- 
rect. 

At this juncture a knock was heard, and the 
officers who had been absent with Fred Wit- 
rock returned. Mr, Pinkerton was asked about 
the amount of money recovered. He at first 
denied that that was what he was here for, and 
that any money fad been recovered. When 
asked what an e1apty tin box had contained 
which was standing near by, he said it was 
about $19,000, and bore all indications of not 
having been tampered with, but he could not 
say. Mr. Pinkerton fully C@®onerated Mrs. 
Witrock and family. They “had only 
done what others would do under 
the circumstances. “They have done nothing 
wrong,” said Mr. Pinkerton, “and I anticipate 
that when we come to examine what we have 
got we will find it all in the same condition as 
she received it.” 

This ended the talk on the subject. Before 
going to bed, Robert Pinkerton visited the 
Times office and corroberated in his statements 
all that had been said by Mrs. Witrock. He 
refused to give the minutia of the transaction, 
but declared that no promises or inducements 
were held out to Witrock to make a confession; 
that whatever he did was done voluntarily, 
without promises that he would not be prose- 
cuted. It could not be ascertained whether 
additional arrests will be made or not. 

PROOF AGAINST HAIGHT. 

CHICAGO, IL, December 29.—It is stated that 
convincing proof of Haight’s complicity in the 
San Francisco express robbery is in possession 
of the Pinkertons, and there is no longer doubt 
that Haight was the instigator of the crime, 
and Weaver and Witrock were his partners. It 
was Haight, it is said, who conceived the idea 
of writing to J. B. Barrett, the route agent, in 
order to get a copy of that gentleman’s letter 
heads. Haight also had bogus business cards 
with the name “W. P. Damsell”’ on them. The 
Pinkertons have learned that the plotters 
tried to have these letter,heads and 
cards printed in St. Louis, but 
they were either afraid to dosoor could not 
do so, and they had the work done in this city 
by a firm that has admitted it to the detectives, 
and told still further that Haight was the man 
who gavethe order. It was on these letter 
heads and cards that the orders were written 
avd used as means to get Witrock on board the 
express car with Fotheringham. 

W. A. Pinkerton tonight stated that he had 
secured information as to the whereabouts of 
all the money stolen by the San Francisco train 
robbers. The portion not captured in Chicago 
and Leavenworth was buried in five different 
states. Each of the locations has been desig- 
nated by Witrock, but how the information 
was obtained or where the places are Pinkerton 
refuses to disclose. oe i

Before feparating they had a serious dispute. 
Tite men, however, put the girls aboard a car 
é ijrogte to their South End lodging.* The girls 
were In an excited state when they boarded 
the car, and at once discussed with each other 
plans for taking their own lives. 

Leaving the car they obtained two boxes of 
“Rough on Rats,” and hnrried to their rooms, 
mixed the poison in their tooth-brush mugs 
and swallowed it. Sadie took an overdose and 
did not feel its effects as soon as did Lizzie, 
who sank into a deep stupor. Sadie, realizing 
what had been done, rushed into the street 
and hurried back to the Bowderen street 
bouse, where the young'men still were. Finding 
them, she implored them to hurry to the South 
End house and save Lizzie. By this time the 
poison was taking effect upon Sadie, and throw- 
ing herself upon the bed she writhed in fearful 
acon®, 

Medical aid was summoned, but after hours 
of suffering she died. The young men finally 
decided to go to Lizzie’s house and break the 
Lows to her. They called there and upon 
re‘.ching Lizzie’s room she was found lying 
dcad upen her bed. 


Cluverius’s Efforts for Life.

Charlies H. Raymond, of New York, Fails— 
Other Failures.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., December 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]J—Recent estimates show forward strides 
in Baldwin county. The population of the 
county in 1880 was 13,806, but these figures 
will be largely increased In the next census. 
The lands in the county may be classed as 
light, sandy uplands, with clay subsoil, and 
light lowland soils. In 1880 Baldwin had 
1,066 farms, valued at $755,697, the products of 
which were valued at $609,935. These farms 
produced 125,572 bushels of corn, 23,954 bush- 
els of oats, 10,160 bushels of wheat, 4,870 bales 
of cotten, 26,462 gallons of molasses, 1,726 
bushels of Irish potatoes, 38,811 bushels of 
sweet potatoes and 15,979 peunds of rice. In 
I+s0 there were twenty-nine manufacturing 
establishments in Baldwin, with a capital of 
$55,350, consuming material valued at $94,195, 
and the value of whose products was $130,543. 
‘The total number of acres returned in 1886 is 
153,605, valued at $587,044, The value of the

Changes in the Arrangement of the Pollc?—Lieutenant 
‘Wylie Takes Squad No, land Ward Squad No. 
2—At the Hospital—An Engine and Train 
Attached—Tom Battle's Fine. 


Macon; Ga., December 20,—[Special.}—Your 
correspondent paid a visit to the old hospital 
grounds this morning. These old buildings 
possess a historic interest. The two long houses 
were once wards No. 9 and 10, of the confeder- 
atc hospital on the old Academy square, and 
Dr. P. H. Wright, assistant surgeon of the con- 
federate army, had the inmates of these wards 
in charge. In 1866 Captain Hill, United States 
army, had them moved to their present loca- 
tion for a freedman’s hospital, and they were 
afterward purchased by the county authorities 


for hospital purposes. 

The main building was erectei by the coun- 
ty on the east side of Vineville branch for a 
smallpox hospital, through the efforts of Super- 
intendent Harman and Dr. A. P. Collins. It 
was afterwards removed the other side of the 
branch to its present location, and Mr. Harman 
bas been in charge of it ever since. Dr. 
Wright has been surgeon and physician for the 
last six years. When the first building was 
put up, there were only two inmates. Since 
that the number has increased until, now, 
there are thirty white and forty-two colored 
inmates, making a total of seventy- 
two. Dr. Wright says there is .a consider- 
able amount of sickness among them just now. 
They are as well cared for as they can be, the 
superintendent doing all he can to alleviate 
their sufferings, and make them comfortable. 

The new hospital buildings are going up 
rapidly, and by the summer the inmates will be 
transferred to the new quarters. The old 
buildings will be sold, and the land divided up 
into lots and placed on the market. The im- 
mediate locality is called Collinsville, and near 
by is the old brewery, now fallen into neglect 
and decay.

enters the town. It is the veverable Meson 
academy, built in 1806, Fran: Meson,au Irish- 
man, who had made his morcy in Lexington, 
endowed the academy early in the century. It 
was called after him, and stili enjoys the $11,- 


000 endowment which he generously left it. ' 


Professor Thomas B. Morse, who teaches at 
this academy, commenced in 1549, and has 
continued ever since. The venerable Dr. Cum- 
mins was once rector of this well known 
school. In 1845 the educational fand of Ogle- 
thorpe county was $135. Atthat time about 
12,000 bales of cotton were raised, and Lex- 
ington sold about $70,000 worth of goods a 
year. 
WHERE TITANS MET. 

The work of tearing down the old court 
house commenced on the second Tuesday in 
February last. The cornerstone of the new 
building was laid May 16th, with appropriate 
ceremonies and a speech by Colonel Joel Abbot 
Billups. On the first of Febrnary, 1887, the 
new building will be completed, and superior 
court will be held there on the third Monday 
in April. Itisa handsome~building, put up 
with a great deal of style, at a cost of $22,500. 

The old courthouse was built in 1819 by 
Pleasant Robinson, and cost $14,000. There 
was but little lime used in its construction, as 
this material had to be carted from Philadel- 
phia. It served its purpose well, and stood a 
faithful servant an@ sentinel sixty-seven years. 
It was found when the walls were torn down, 
however, that the chimney had worn and the 
timbers were charred. In fact, the old court- 
house had been on fire, unknown outside, sev- 
eral times. The old courthouse was classic 
ground. It was the central point where the 
titans from middle and north Georgia met and 
measured swords... The north Georgia bar 
never went lower down than Lexington. The 
middle Georgia lawyers did not come any 
higher up. Hence, the Cobbs, Lumpkins, 
Stephens, Gilmer, Hill, Toombs, Hillyer, 
Cone, Dawson and Johnson disputed tis 
ground at every term of the court or in every 
political campaign. , 

There were seven sons of old John Lump- 
kin, who was foreman of the first grand jury in 
the county. He wasthe great-grandfather of 
the present judge of the superior court, Hon. 
Samuel Lumpkin. Of three sons, Wilson 
Lumpkin was governor and senator; J. H. 
Lumpkin was chief justice; George Lumpkin 
was a Baptist preacher. Jack Lumpkin was 
also a Baptist preacher. Hop Lumpkin was a 
physician of wide reputation. Samuel Lump- 
kin was a farmer, and grandfather of the pres- 
ent judge. Tom was a lawyer, and died young. 
One such man would have distinguished a 
state, but seven in one county had an effect 
hardly imagined. Joseph H. Lampkin, of 
Rome, was from Oglethorpe. He went to con- 
gress from the mountains, and ran for 
governor when the deadlock resulted between 
himself and James T. Gardner and Joseph E. 
Brown was brought in. There was Joseph H. 
Lumpkin, who defended Platt in Augusta for 
killing a United States officer. He fainted in 
the courthouse after speaking, and was threat- 
ened with bilious fever. His physician recom- 
mended a trip to Europe, and while he was 
away he was elected chief justice of Georgia. 
One of the most famous revivals in the county 
was in 1835, which was started by the famous 
preacher, Jack Lumpkin. It was here that 
Judge Andrews, on the bench, admitted tha‘ 
no white man could be hung onthe northern 
circuit. Mr. Stephens seldom appeared for the 
prosecution in any case. The last time he 
prosecuted a criminal in Oglethorpe was against 
a negro who had committed murder. Thomas 
Cobb was for the defense, but Stephens pro- 
nounced a conviction. The negro 
was sentenced to be hung. He dug 
under the jail, however, and afterward 
escaped. There was a murder case in Ogle- 
thorpe in which the accused’ got off from 
failure of the court to procure ajary. Every 
man in the county had formed and expressed 
some opinion. There was no law;for the change 
of venue to anothercounty, and the prisoner 
went free. A very heinous offense also went 
unprosecuted because there was nolaw appli- 
cable on the books. Then there was the Eber- 
hart case and the DuPree will case engaging 
the best talent in the circuit and the™state. 

Ogiethorpe furnished two United States sen- 
ators for Georgia atthe same time—Wm. H. 
Crawford and Thomas W. Cobb were colleagues 
in the senate—both from Oglethorpe. But for 
a stroke of paralysis in 1824, Crawford would 
have been president of the United States, The 
younger Adams was nominated by the demo- 
crats, and it was charged that Clay sold éut to 
Adams for the state portfolio. Crawford would 
have been the democratic nominee, as Mr. 
Stephens always said, but for his illness. Gov- 
ernor Gilmer was succeeded in the executive 
chair by Governor Lumpkia—both from Ogle- 
thorpe, 

BUSINESS POINTS, 

Oglethorpe county produces 17,000 bales of 
cotton annually, or about one bale to every 
person within its limits. In 1880 there were 
1,570 farms in Oglethorpe, valued at $1,315,257 
~— the products of which were worth $791,897. 
There was produced 200,534 bushels of corn, 
59,832 of oats, 57,713 of wheat and 12,336 bales 
of cotton. The land returned in 1885 was 
valued at $962,011. The aggregate value of 
the whole property is $1,824,695, The number 
of white polls 1,010, and of colored 1,334. In 
issO there were 54 manufactories in Ogle- 
thorpe, with a capital of $68,065, and the pro- 
duct at $139,213. 

There is no very large town in Oglethorpe 
county. Crawford is the largest, with a popa- 
lation of 600 and cotton receipts of 10,000, of 
which 5,000 are bought there and 5,000 sent 
from Lexington and Washington for shipment 
to Athens. Cotton from Elbert, Wilkes and

Lexington holds 500 people and does. a busi- 
ness of $150,000. Two thousand bales of cotton 
are bought there. .

The railroads are preparing to break up the 
annoy? ing custom which compels travelers to 
give “tips” to employes. This custom has long 
been in vogue, especially on sleeping care, In 
most cases, a traveler who occupies a berth on a 
sleeper must make up his mind to be bled by 
the porter. If he refuses to be bled, the conse- 
quences to him will not be pleasant. 

The Wieconsin Central railroad is the first 
to take steps to break up the custom. Here- 
after, any porter on that line who takes a 
“tip” will be discharged. 

Referring to the action of his road, Mr. H. E. 
Tupper, the general eastern passeager agent, 
seid rectntiy: “The movement is a good one, 
ahd it is sure to meet with the approbation of 
alltravelers. We run our own sleepers, and 
consequently can run them as we please. On 
some roads porters are paikas low as $l5a 
month, with the expectation that the ‘tip’ sys- 
tem will more than give them a good living 
salary. We have raised the salaries of our 
porters so that they now receive enough td 
provide for themselves and their families. Of 
course. if a porter should black a man’s boots 
he will be permitted to accept a sum not ex- 
cecding tengents; that is no more than fair. 
But beyond that any porter accepting a ‘tip’ 
will be im:nicdiately discharged.” 

The atsistant superintendent of the Pallman 
Palace Car company in New York, does not 
think the attempt to break up the custom will 
sueceed: In expressing his views, he said: 

“It's something of a chestnut, having been 
tricd before. All the rules in the world can 
not preveut ‘tips.’ Nearly all the porters are 
colored wen, end it/sscecond nature to them to 
Jook for a ‘tip.’ A traveler gets a Wittle extra 
attention “and expects to pay fer it. It’s op- 
tiopal with bim whether he pays or not. We 
have never yet heard acomplaintof a porter 
for asking for a fee, but if we should, we would 
deal sevi rely with the porter.”’ 

Notwithstanding this superintendent's views, 
it is esid that many of the roads 
in the country are determined to break up the 
custom. It remains to bo seen which one of 
the southern roads vill take the initiative.

| THE TOAD AND THE WORM. 


A Thrilling Tale of Their Adventures—Their 
Trials and the Former’s Triumph, 

I was one day digging up a tree with Profes- 
sor Bardwell in order to transplant it, says 
Thcmas Hill, D. D., in a paper read in an eas- 
icrn city. Two or three other professors stood 
lookingon. I called their attention to an old 
road near by and advised them to watch him. 
They laughed, but on my questioning them 
conficssed that they had never seen a toad eat. 
Iibrew him some small earth worms as we 
ihrew them up with the spade. The professors 
were as delighted as children to see the dexter- 
ity with which he snapped them up. Present- 
ly +3 turned up with one spade- 
ful of earth an enormous eéarih- 
worm. I threw it to the toad and observed in 
him the most decided evidence of reasoning 
power and execntive ability that I ever saw in 
on apnimal. At first he watched, asa toad al- 
wavs will in the case of a large worm, the two 
ends alternately in order to see which was the 
head. The worm is rough one way and smooth 
the cther, therefore his head can be put down 
the toad’s throat easier than the tail end, and 
cannot be pulled out half so easily. 

When my toad had decided which was tho 
head he transferred it by one flap of his tongue 
to his stomach, and instantly nipped his jaws 
ticht together. The major part of the 
worm, being in the air, writhed abont 
and twisted itself around the toad’s head, 
The toad waited until the coil was loosed, and 
then gulped down half an inch more of the 
worm, and took a fresh nip with his jaws. 
jut there were many halfinches in this 
enormously long worm; and when the toad had 
succeeded by successive gulps in getting down 
more than half its whole length into his 
stomach his jaws began to grow tired, and he 
could not prevent the worm from working his 
way partly out again between the gulps. 
Presently the worm was working out much 
faster than the toad could swallow. 

My sympathies were with the toad; partly 
becauss he was higher in the scale of being, 
but chiefly becsuse I had petted toads, and felt 
as though my own honor was a3stake. I was 
begginnigg to fear lest I should have the mor- 
tificat'on of seeing the worm escape. But. I 
did injustice to the toad; his genius rose to the 
occasion. He brought bis right hind foot up 
against his abdomen, grasped through the walls 
of his abdomen, his stomach, and the worm 
within it, and ateach successive gulp took a 
fresh grasp with his foot, thus holding the 
worm from going out, and soon succeeded in 
swallowing the whole.

Safety Lamps Wanted. 

Charles Marvin, of London, has written a 
strong pamphlet calling attention to the in- 
creasing fatalities caused by the use of kero- 
sene. 

Bad oil playsits part in these accidents, 
but according to Mr. Marvin, bad lamps are 
at the bottom of the mischief. The remedy 
suggested is legislation compelling the use of 
safety lamps, to be inspected and approved 
by the proper officials, ‘‘We have safety 
lamps for the mines,’’ says Mr. Marvin, “‘let 
us do something to provide safety lamps for 
the masses.’’ 

We have no objection to this suggestion 
from beyond the sea, except that it does not 
go far enough. Over here, where we are all 
more or less under therule of what our 
northern neighbors call ‘‘servantgalis™,”’ 
most of the kerosene accidents result from 
the reckless use of the can when it is deemed 
advisable to ‘‘whoop up”’ the fire. If safety 
lamps are needed, why not safety cans? 
However, if we cannot have both, let us con- 
tinue to have our oils inspected as*faithfally 
as possible. 


Charleston’s Troubles. 

The Charleston eorrespondent of the New 
York Sun telegraphed to that paper as follows 
on a topic that appears to have largely in- 
terested the entire country during the past 
week: 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., December 26.—Nobody here 
has heard of Grady’s speech. The city newspapers 
did not publish it. The Charleston people have no 
loye for THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION or anybody 
connected with it since the earthquake. 


It is not at all necessary, so far as we know, 
that anybody in Charleston should have 
heard of Mr. Grady’s speech, or that any of 
the city newspapers should have published 
it. Weallude to the matter here simply for 
assuring the people of Charleston that 
neither THE CONSTITUTION nor Mr. Grady 
is responsible for the series of earthquakes 
that has visited that town. According to all 
accounts, the convulsions from which Charles- 
ton suffered were developed somewhere in 
the Piedmont. escarpement, and not in the 
neighborhood of Atlanta, 

It is true that Atlanta had some little 
symptoms of her own, but they were merely 
sympathetic shivers and had their origin 
elsewhere. We mention these things here 
in order that Charleston and her city news- 
papers may have no excuse for seceding from 
the rest of the republic. 

Mr. Grady, in his speech, struck a note of 
harmony, fraternity, and good will that 
seems to have had a powerful effect all over 
the country. Jn Charleston alone there was 
no response to this note, though at the very 
moment the speech was made, Charleston 
was enjoying the benefit of $800,000 contrib- 
uted by the stingy and puritanical north. 

What the earthquake or THE Constitv- 
TION has to do with a speech delivered before 
the New England society, we do not know, 
bat we do know that Charleston, now that 
the Augusta Chronicle has established a 
branch office in that city, need not depend 
on its local papers for news. The Chronicle 
pushes its way into Charleston early in the 
morning, and it has all the news. 

This fact is indeed consoling, for we de- 
pend on Editor Patrick Walsh to hold the 
old city steady until the comment on Mr. 
Grady’s speech shall cease. 

Meantime, we wish for Charleston and. its 
city newspapers a prosperous and happy 
New Year.

On Tuesday last, Hardeman’s oldestson, 
Charies Hardeman, aged twenty — years, 
died, after a short illness. The 
boy was well liked, too, throughout the neigh- 
borhood, and when the funeral ocqurred on 
Sunday it was largely attended. The body was 
jlajd to rest Sunday afternoon in the country 
burial grounds, near Smyrna, and then the old 
man went home. The next day a feeling that he 
could not define prompted a visit to the grave. 
At first the old man put the feeling back, but 
as thejhours went by it increased, until late in 
the afternoon it overcame the old man, and he 
made his way to the burial grounds. Before 
reaching the new grave, he noticed that the 
earth was piled up unusually high, as he 
thought, and when he stood beside the 
was horrified to find it only half full, 
The open, half-filled grave suggested to the 


* old man’s mind grave robbers, and in a short 


time he had spread the alarm throughout the 
neighborhood. The intelligence created an 
intense excitement, and in a short time a half 
hundred or more negroes were gathered beside 
the grave. Shovels and other grave digging 
tools were brought forth. and in a short time 
the loose earth was all out of the 
parrow hole, and the box § contain- 
ing the coffin exposed to view. The 


* boards on top of the box were removed one by 


one, but before half the number had been 
thrown out an open coffin was exposed to 
view. Fhe lid of the cotlin was lying inside 
broken and split, and the coffin was empty. 
The discovery drove the negroes mad, and that 
night they went from house to house through- 
out the neighborhood spreading the news. 
The next morning Hardeman went to Manetta 
and hunting up Pink Stevens related the affair 
to him. Hardemen felt certain that the body 
had been brought to Atlanta and placed in one 
of the medical colleges. Mr. Stevens did not 
know where the body was, of course, but was 
inclined to think that Hardeman’s suspicions 
were correct, and gave hima letter te Chief 
Connojily indorsing him highly, Hardeman 
then returned to his home to remain over 
night. Yesterday morning he started for At- 
lanta, reaching the city during the morning. 
Immediately after leaving the train, Hardeman 
sought Chief Connolly and presented the letter. 


a4 ‘The chief heard the old man’s story, and then 


“turning him over to the captain,instructing that 
officer to do all that he could for him. Captain 
Crim heard Hardeman’s story and secured an 
accurate description of the dead boy. After- 
ward Hardeman went before Judge Manning 
and swore out search warrants for the three 
colleges. These warrants were placed in the 
hands of Captain Crim. The warrant is a pe-

Should he refuse much longer to 
act on the demand of the nine socialists, they 
will issue a call themselves in spite of him, and 
in that event the rupture between the radicals 
and conservatives will become irreparable. <A 
movement to this end is going on at present 
and is causing quite a Stir among all the turn- 
ers in the district. 


BREWERS STRIKE. 


The Lager Beer Makers of Philadelphia Quit 
Work. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 29.—A mect- 
ing of all men connected with the lager beer brew- 
eries in this city was held at Maennerchor hall to- 
night, and it was unanimously resolyed to go out 

on strike tomorrow morning. After the meeting 
had heen called to order. the executive committee 
made their report, in which an immediate strike 
was advised. A spirited and exciting debate then 
took place, during which allofthe speakers were 
unanimous in favoring the adoption of the report, 
and urging every man to quit 
work, This was unanimously adopted, 
and the brewers resolyed not to report for work to- 
morrow morning. The list ofmen who will refuse to 
resume work, as given out by the brewer tonight, is 
as eg Brewers, 400; wagon drivers, 450; coop- 
ers, ; engineers, 135; firemen, 135; laborers, ap- 
oreatie es and temporary help, 1,100, This makes a 
total of 2,490 active workmen, 

Previous to adjournmert, addresses were made 
by the secretarics of the New York and Brook- 
lyn unions, and others, advising the 
men to act calmly, and avoid creating 
any disturbances in the vicinity of the breweries, 
The cause of the strike was the posting of notices 
in all of the brewerieson Monday last, ‘announe ing 
a reduction in wages, to take effect on the first ol 
the new year. Itis unders tood that tae men 
will be supported by the National union as long as 
the strike continues.

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ABOUT NASHVILLE. | 
Two New Railroads Under Way--The ‘Slaughtering 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 29,—[Special.} 
Among the “big things promised for Nashville 
is a canal, which it is proposed to construct 
from the upper island in Cumberland river 
through and along Sheijby’s bottom to the iron 
truss bridge. The plan isjo give the water in 
the canal a fall sufficient to operate a score or 
more of mannfactories. The advantage of 
such a canal can’t be overestimated. The pro- 
posed line of canal has many natural advan- 
tages, such as would render the cost of con- 
struction much cheaper than such work 
usually costs. The removal of the dirt neces- 
sary for the construction of the canal could be 
advantageously used in constructing a levee, 
and thus the flood question would be solved. 

Arrangements are being made for the organ- 
ization ofa company for the purpose of operat- 
ing a mammoth slaughtering establishment at 
Nashville, for the purpose of supplying all the 
eouthern states with fresh beef, by means of 
refrigerator cars. Allour best southern cattle 
are now ship to Chicago, and itis with a 
view of handling them here that the enterprise 
has been suggested. 

The fires were lighted in the Tennessee Iron 
company’r rolling mills, at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing,and one of the most important acquisitions to 
Nashville business interest was put into opera- 
tion. The mill is located in West Nashville, 
and is owned by a company, of which Dr. Wm. 
Morrow is president, Mr. Train general mana- 
ger, Mr. Frank Morrow secretary, and Mr. Matt 
Allen treasurer. For some months work on 
the mills has been in progress, and the start was 
looked forward to with interest by business 
men and others. The mill is what is 
called a light eight-inch roll, 
with a capacity of twenty tons 
every twenty-four hours. Mr. Train said today 
that he would leave next week to buy another 
set of rolls for a twelve inch mill, which would 
double the capacity. The new mill will be put 
upand be ready for operation in about two 
months. The mill.now in operation makes 
round, flat, square, oval, one-half round and 
one half ov al, besides wagon and saddlery 
novelties, The first iron made today was # 
inch flat bars, and is to fill an order for the 
state prison. 

NEW RAILROAD CHARTERS. 

The charters of incorpooration were filed 
here today for the Memphis and Nashville 
railroad company, and the Tennessee Midland 
railroad company, the former for a line from 
Memphis to Nashville, and the latter from 
Memphis to a point on the Virginia state line, 
at or near its crossing of the Clinch river, in 
Hancock county.

‘Hamilton and Nathaniel Baxter, of 
Nashville, and W. D. Bethell, Napoleon Hill, 
and John Overton,Jr., of Memphis. The scheme 
proposes a line of railroad diagonally across the 
state from the southwest and to the northeast, 
and is a consolidation of the interest of T. C. 
Leake, Jr., who has made several visits to Nash- 
ville lately on this business, with those of 
Mr. A. L, Crawford and his associates, to 
whom the charter had bcen previously granted 
for the Nashville and Knoxville railroad. 
Considerable progress has already been made 
with the surveys for this route. Two engin- 
eering parties have been in the field the past 
six weeks, one working cast and one west of 
Jackson, and the country east of Nashville has 
been examined by horseback survey, and the 
engineers of the Nashville and Knoxville com- 
pany. Surveys are being made under the di- 
rection of Major R. H. Temple, chief engineer 
at Memphis. The incorporators are all men of 
wealth, enterprise and high character. The 
Tennessee gentlemen are well 
known. T. CC, Leake, Jr., the originator 
and recognized leader, has been for 
the past eight years prominent in 
railroad construction and development, and 
was, untid recently, vice-president of the Mem- 
phis, Birmingham and Atlantic railroad com- 
pany. Heis now president of the coal company 
operating extensively in Alabam1, and of the 
land company, controlling over a million acres 
of land of Alabama and Mississippi.

EATERS OF EARTH. 


Tropical Races and Their Unconquerable 
Appetite for Clay. 
From the Brooklyn Times, 


Baron von Humboldt says that in all tropical 
countries the natives show an almost irresist- 
ible desire to swallow earth; and not alkaline 
earths, which they might be ‘supposed to crave 
in order to neutralize acid, but unctuous and 
strong smelling clays. Women on the Magde- 
lena river, while shaping earthen vessels on the 
potter’s wheel, put large lumps of clay in their 
mouths, and it is often necessary to confine 
children to prevent them running out to eat 
earth immediately after a fall of rain, Ham- 
boldt in descending the Orinoco, passed a day 
with the earth-eating tribe of Indians called 
the Ottomacs, and thus describes the peculiar 
diet and habits ofthe people: “The earth which 
the Ottomacs eat is a soft unetuous clay, a true 
potter’s clay, of a yellowish-gray color, due to 
a little oxide of iron. They seek for it on the 
banks of the Orinoco and Meta,and select it 
with care, as they do not consider all clays 
equally agreeable to eat. They knead the 
earth into balls of about five or six inches in 
diameter, which they burn or roastby a weak 
fire, until the outside assumes a reddish tint. 
The balls are remoistened when about to be 
eaten. A very intelligent monk, who had lived 
twelve years among the Indians, assured us 
that one of them would eat from three-quarters 
ofa pound toa pound and a quarter in a 
day. If you inquire of an Ottomac about 
his winter provision he will point to a heap of 
clay balls stored in his hut.” After men- 
tioning other instances, Humboldt concludes 
as follows: “We find the practice of eating 
earth diffused throughout the torrid zone, but 
accounts have also come from the north accord- 
ing to which hundreds of cartloads of earth, 
containing infusoria are said to be annually 
consumed by the country people, in the most 
remote parts of Sweden, and that in Finland 
a kind of earth is occasionally mixed with 
bread.” The Peruvians, according to Nodlina, 
eat a sweet smelling clay, the inhabitants of 
Guinea mingle clay with their bread and the 
negroes of Jamaica are said to eat earth when 
other food is deficient. According to Labill- 
ardiere, the inhabitants of New Caledonia ap- 
pease their hunger with a white friable earth, 
said to be composed of magnesia, silica, oxide 


of iron.and chalk. We must add to this list
